Spa nish Sha rpshooters W ere H id In Trees 
by T heir Officers and W ere Told Cap­ 
ture M ea nt D ea th —Causes of Cn« ualties 
Auaong Officers—A D a ttleilcld D uel. 


The conv alescents among the wound­ 
ed from Santiag o were allowed to come 
to Atlanta the other afternoon, and the 
town went wild over them and showed 
its enthug ia.« m in ev ery way it could 
think of. 
Men and women alike clus­ 
tered about them to bear their stories. 
When the wounded arriv ed recently , 
the 2,500 men now stationed at Fort 
McPherson x vere wa iting to cheer them, 
bnt this idea was not carried out. 
The 
ex pressions •which cam© from the troops 
at the post were more of pity than of 
g lorification. 
The wounded men cam© 
from the train, 
some of 
them on 
crutches, others aided by companions, 
while many had to be carried on 
stretchers. Their faces were drawn and 
pinched, their clothes were tom, and 
many of them were without sufficient 
clothing . 
Some of the officers bad dis­ 
pensed with their coats and had placed 
their shoulder straps on their shirt 
sleev es to show their rank. 
Sav e for 
these shoulder straps there was no dif­ 
ference in appearance between officers 
and priv ates in many cascis. 
The wounded men were in the hottest 
part of the fig ht, and they hav e interest­ 
ing stories to tell. 
Some of them ad­ 
v anced to within a ha lf mile of San­ 
tiag o, and they declare that they could 
hav e held this position had they not 
been ordered to fall back. On tbe nig ht 
of J une 30 the men adv anced to within 
a short distance of the city of Santiag o 
and then slept on their arms. 
The fol­ 
lowing morning it was found that the 
pickets had been within ten y ards of 
the Spanish line. For some reason they 
were not fired upon. On J uly 1 the bat­ 
tle beg an. 
One of the g reatest difficul­ 
ties the Americans had to contend with 
was the Spanish sharpshooters. 
It is 
said that these men did more harm 
prior to their rout than any other part 
of the Spanish army . 
The Americans 
did not know when or from what tree 
they would be g reeted with a v olley of 
Spanish bullets. 
A priv ate say s he was fig hting near a 
commissioned officer, a lieutenant, he 
thinks, who kept dodg ing from side to 
side. The officer continued these antics 
for some time, and then the priv ate ad­ 
vanced to his side and asked if he was 
wounded. “ My God, m a n,” replied the 
officer, “ don’t y ou see that fellow shoot­ 
ing at me? He has been peg g ing away 
at my carcass for 15 minutes. ” 
Sure enoug h, iu proof of wh.'t the 
officer said, a moment later a puff of 
smoke came from the tree pointed out, 
and a bullet whizzed close to where the 
officer and priv ate were standing . 
The 
officer took the priv ate’s rifle and coolly 
knelt on the g round while he took de­ 
liberate aim at the place from which 
the puff of smoke had a risea 
The aim 
of the officer was g ood, and at the crack 
of the rifle the sharpshooter was seen to 
hang head downward from the tree. 
The officers were the principal objects 
of attack by the Spaniards. The Spanish 
sharpshooters and the reg ular lines of 
infantry all directed their fire at the 
officers, and when one was seen to fa ll 
a cheer inv ariably went up from the 
dons. 
Many priv ates were naturally 
v ictims of the fire, but both the officers 
and the men who arrived recently say 
that the Spaniards appeared to take 
special delig ht in killing officers. 
One story was of a duel on the battle­ 
field between two soldiers, one Ameri­ 
can, the other Spanish. 
It was during 
one of the lulls that occasionally occur 
on battlefields, when the men of their 
own accord stop firing in order to let 
the smoke clear away and to catch a 
breath of fresh air. 
The Spaniards had 
made a charg e and had been repulsed. 
The Americans had pursued them, and 
one man was left in front of the Ameri­ 
can line when the United States sol­ 
diers retired to their orig inal position. 
This man was wounded, and near him 
was a Spanish soldier who was thoug ht 
to be dead. 
It dev eloped that he was 
not. He saw the American, and slowly 
broug ht his g un to his shoulder and 
fired, the liall striking the United States 
soldier in the leg . 
The American an­ 
swered w’ith his g un, and for several 
minutes the fire was kept up, six or 
seven shots being fired on each side. 
The Spaniard was killeti and the Amer­ 
ican was broug ht back to the line, 
where he receiv ed the plaudits of his 
companions for his bravery . 
The man 
who related this story did not know the 
name of the American eng ag ed in this 
duel, but he v ouched for the accuracy 
of the account g iv en by him. 
Chaplain Dwng ht Galloupe of the 
Ninth cav alry is one of the men broug ht 
to Atlanta from the battlefield. He said: 
“ Garcia failed to notify our men of the 
presence of Spanish sliarpshooters in 
trees. 
He was supposed to watch over 
these thing s, but did not fiind out that 
the sharpshooters were wa iting for u& 
Consequently , when we advanced, our 
men mot with a withering fire from 
among the tree tops, and it was with 
g reat difficulty that these men were dis­ 
lodg ed. After the fire had ceased we dis­ 
covered that a number of meu who had 
been killed were hang ing head down­ 
ward from the trees, and in curiosity we 
advanced to ascertain the cause of this. 


We found that they had been tied to 
tbe trees by their officers in such a man­ 
ner that it was impossible for them to 
escape. 
Beside each man x vas a box of 
cartridg es, also tied to the tree. 
These 
men had been placed where death for 
them was almost a certainty , and they 
were told that capture meant death. 
This g iv es a fair idea of the considera­ 
tion of a Spanish officer for his meu and 
for human life. The men were not tied 
in palm trees, as is commonly supposed. 
The tree used for this purpose is a low 
g rowth, of which I do not know the 
name, y et it is a tree and not a brush. ” 
—New York Sun.

Spanish Sharpshooters W ere Hid In Trees 
by Their Officers and W ere Told Cap- 
tare Meant D eath—Causes of Casualties 
Among Officers—A Battlefield Duel. 


The convalescents among the wound­ 
ed from Santiago were allowed to come 
to Atlanta the other afternoon, and the 
town went wild over them and showed 
its enthusiasm in every way it could 
think of. Men and women alike clus­ 
tered about them to hear their stories. 
When the wounded arrived recently, 
the 2,500 men now stationed at Fort 
McPherson were waiting to cheer them, 
but this idea was not carried out. The 
expressions which came from the troops 
at the post were more of pity than of 
glorification. The wounded men came 
from the train, some of 
them on 
crutches, others aided by companions, 
while many had to be carried on 
stretchers. Their faces were drawn and 
pinched, their clothes were torii, and 
many of them were without sufficient 
clothing. Some of the officers had dis­ 
pensed with their coats and had placed 
their shoulder straps on their shirt 
sleeves to show their rank. Save for 
these shoulder straps there was no dif­ 
ference in appearance between officers 
and privates in many cases. 
The wounded men were in the hottest 
part of the fight, and they have interest­ 
ing stories to tell. 
Some of them ad­ 
vanced to within a half mile of San­ 
tiago, and they declare that they conld 
have held this position had they not 
been ordered to fall back. On the night 
of June SO the men advanced to within 
a short distance of the city of Santiago 
and then slept on their arms. 
The fol­ 
lowing morning it was found that the 
pickets had been within ten yards of 
the Spanish line. For some reason they 
were not fired upon. On July I the bat­ 
tle began. One of the greatest difficul­ 
ties the Americans had to contend with 
was the Spanish sharpshooters. 
It is 
said that these men did more harm 
prior to their rout than any other part 
of the Spanish army. 
The Americans 
did not know when or from what tree 
they would be greeted with a volley of 
Spanish bullets. 
A private Rays he was fighting near a 
commissioned officer, a lieutenant, he 
thinks, who kept dodging from side to 
side. The officer continued these antics 
for some time, and then the private ad­ 
vanced to his side and asked if he was 
wounded. 44 My God, man,” replied the 
officer, 44don’t you see that fellow shoot­ 
ing at me? He has been pegging away 
at my carcass for 15 minutes. ” 
Sure enough, in proof of whet the 
officer said, a moment later a puff of 
smoke came from the tree pointed out, 
and a bullet whizzed close to where the 
officer and private were standing. 
The 
officer took the private’s rifle and coolly 
knelt on the ground while he took de­ 
liberate aim at the place from which 
the puff of smoke had arisen. 
The aim 
of the officer was good, and at the crack 
of the rifle the sharpshooter was seen to 
hang head downward from the tree. 
The officers were the principal objects 
of attack by the Spaniards. The Spanish 
sharpshooters and the regular lines of 
infantry all directed their fire at the 
officers, and when one was seen to fall 
a cheer invariably went up from the 
dons. 
Many privates were naturally 
victims of the fire, but both the officers 
and the men who arrived recently say 
that the Spaniards appeared to take 
special delight in killing officers. 
One story was of a duel on the battle­ 
field between two soldiers, one Ameri­ 
can, the other Spanish. It was during 
one of the lulls that occasionally occur 
on battlefields, when the men of their 
own aocord stop firing in order to let 
the smoke clear away and to catch a 
breath of fresh air. The Spaniards had 
made a charge and had been repulsed. 
The Americans had pursued them, aud 
one man was left in front of the Ameri­ 
can line when the United States sol­ 
diers retired to their original position. 
This man was wounded, and near him 
was a Spanish soldier who was thought 
to be dead. It developed that he was 
not. He saw the American, and slowly 
brought his gun to his shoulder and 
fired, the ball striking the United States 
soldier in the leg. The American an­ 
swered with his gun, and for several 
minutes the fire was kept up, six or 
seven shots being fired on each side. 
The Spaniard was killed and the Amer­ 
ican was brought back to the line, 
where he received the plaudits of his 
companions for his bravery. The man 
who related this story did not know the 
name of the American engaged in this 
duel, but he vouched for the accuracy 
of the account given by him. 
Chaplain Dwight Galloupe of the 
Ninth cavalry is one of the men brought 
to Atlanta from tho battlefield. He 6aid: 
“ Garcia failed to notify our men of the 
presence of Spanish sharpshooters in 
trees. 
He was supposed to watch over 
these things, but did not find out that 
the sharpshooters were waiting for us. 
Consequently, when we advanced, our 
men met with a withering fire from 
among the tree tops, aud it was with 
great difficulty that these men were dis­ 
lodged. After the fire had ceased we dis­ 
covered that a number of men who had 
been killed were hanging head down­ 
ward from the trees, and in curiosity we 
advanced to ascertain the cause of this. 


We found that they had been tied to 
the trees by their officers in such a man­ 
ner that it was impossible for them to 
escape. 
Beside each man was a box of 
cartridges, also tied to the tree. 
These 
men had been placed where death for 
them was almost a certainty, and they 
were told that capture meant death. 
This gives a fair idea of the considera­ 
tion of a Spanish officer for his men and 
for human life. The men were not tied 
in palm trees, as is commonly supposed. 
The tree used for this purpose is a low 
growth, of which I do not know the 
name, yet it is a tree aud not a brush. ” 
—New York Sun. 


ALTON BOY’S LETTER.

Wo 
landed w ithout any difficulty and took up our 
march to Santiago, the rough riders about four 
miles in advance of the army. We engaged 
the Spaniards in battle, about 4.000 of them to 
800 of us, but we stood like rooks and fired 
volley after volley into thorn. They bad forti­ 
fications built of stones, but we nharged them 
and drove them like sheep. They had some 
artillery with them and rapid fire guns 
We 
opened the battle, and after an hour's Lard 
fighting we had four troops of dismounted 
cavalry re-enforcements and one squadron cf 
colored cavalry from the Seventh regulars. 
But 
Colonel 
Wood’s regiment made foil? 
charges after fighting two hours and a halt, 
and the Spaniards fled, carry'n;* their wound­ 
ed and part of their dead. We .tilled as many 
as 2U0 of the Spanish and wounded as many 
more. Our regiment suffered 9 dead (fwd .'<0 or 
40 wounded. 
Our captain was shut down 
about ten feet from me, and many more 
wounded. 
The bullets sung and spit around me like a 
swarm of bees, and Cod only know3 how I got 
out alive. But, do you know, I like tho sound 
just to get a whack at *he Spaniards. We have 
become the pride of the ar.*»y, a n i if I should 
fall at Santiago remember that jour sun fought 
in one of the most difficult and historical bat­ 
tles ever fought, and camped right on the spot 
where we sent them below, and net above. I 
have seen nine of oar bravest men fall, and 
have seen Colonel Wood ride to tho front of 
the firing line, dismount under the heaviest 
fire and lead his horse up and down the line in 
front of the enemy, his horse cropping gras* 
as he walked, giving orders. Don't you think 
if such men as that can face the enemy I can 
afford to faliV My opinion is we «hall have a 
hard time taking Santiago. What the papers 
said in regard to misery here is all true, aud 
the Spaniards are as cruel as said to be.

The convalescents among the wound­ 
ed from Santiago were allowed to come 
to Atlanta the other afternoon, and the 
town went wild over them aud showed 
its enthusiasm in every way it could 
think of. Men and women alike clus­ 
tered about them to hear their stories. 
When the wounded arrived recently, 
the 2,500 men now stationed at Fort 
McPherson were waiting to cheer them, 
but this idea was not carried out. The 
expressions which came from the troops 
at the post were more of pity than of 
glorification. The wounded men came 
from the train, some of 
them on 
crotches, others aided by companions, 
while many had to be carried on 
stretchers. Their faces were drawn and 
pinched, their clothes were tom, and 
many of them were without sufficient 
clothing. Some of the officers bad dis­ 
pensed with their coats aud had placed 
their shoulder straps on their shirt 
sleeves to show their rank. Save for 
these shoulder straps there was no dif­ 
ference in appearance between officers 
and privates in many cases. 
The wounded men were in the hottest 
part of the fight, and they have interest­ 
ing stories to tell. 
Some of them ad­ 
vanced to within a half mile of San­ 
tiago, and they declare that they coni*.! 
have held this position had they not 
been ordered to fall back. On the night 
of June SO the men advanced to within 
a short distance of the city of Santiago 
and then slept on their arms. 
The fol­ 
lowing morning it was found that the 
pickets had been within ten yards of 
the Spanish line. For some reason they 
were not fired upon. On July I the bat­ 
tle began. One of the greatest difficul­ 
ties the Americans had to contend with 
was the Spanish sharpshooters. 
It is 
said that these men did more harm 
prior to their rout than any other part 
of the Spanish army. 
The Americans 
did not know when or from what tree 
they would be greeted with a volley of 
Spanish bullets. 
A private says be was fighting near a 
commissioned officer, a lieutenant, he 
thinks, who kept dodging from side to 
side. The officer continued these antics 
for some time, and then the private ad­ 
vanced to his side and asked if he was 
wounded. ‘‘My God, man, ” replied the 
officer, ‘‘don’t you see that fellow shoot­ 
ing at me? He has been pegging away 
at my carcass for 15 minutes. ” 
Sure enough, in proof of whet the 
officer said, a moment later a puff of 
smoke came from the tree pointed out, 
and a bullet whizzed close to where the 
officer aud private were standing. 
The 
officer took the private’s rifle and coolly 
knelt on the ground while he took de­ 
liberate aim at the place from which 
the puff of smoke had arisen. 
The aim 
of the officer was good, and at the crack 
of the rifle the sharpshooter was seen to 
hang head downward from the tree. 
The officers were the principal objects 
of attack by the Spaniards. The Spanish 
sharpshooters and the regular lines of 
infantry all directed their fire at the 
officers, and when one was seen to fall 
a cheer invariably went up from the 
dons. 
Many privates were naturally 
victims of the fire, but both the officers 
and the men who arrived recently say 
that the Spaniards appeared to take 
special delight in killing officers. 
One story was of a duel on the battle­ 
field between two soldiers, one Ameri­ 
can, the other Spanish. It was during 
one of the lulls that occasionally occur 
on battlefields, when the men of their 
own accord stop firing in order to let 
the smoke clear away and to catch a 
breath of fresh air. The Spaniards had 
made a charge and had been repulsed. 
The Americans had pursued them, and 
one man was left in front of the Ameri­ 
can line when the United States sol­ 
diers retired to their original position. 
This man was wounded, and near him 
was a Spanish soldier who was thought 
to be dead. It developed that he was 
not. He saw the American, and slowly 
brought his gun to his shoulder and 
fired, the ball striking the United States 
soldier in the leg. The American an­ 
swered with his gun, and for several 
minutes the fire was kept up, six or 
seven shots being fired on each side. 
The Spaniard was killed and the Amer­ 
ican was brought back to the line, 
where he received the plaudits of his 
companions for his bravery. The man 
who related this story did not know the 
name of the American engaged in this 
duel, but he vouched for the accuracy 
of the account given by him. 
Chaplain Dwight Galloupe of the 
Ninth cavalry is one of the men brought 
to Atlanta from the battlefield. He said: 
“ Garcia failed to notify our men of the 
presence of Spanish sharpshooters in 
trees. 
He was supposed to watch over 
these things, bnt did not find out that 
the sharpshooters were waiting for us. 
Consequently, when we advanced, our 
men met with a withering fire from 
among the tree tops, and it was with 
great difficulty that these men were dis­ 
lodged. After the fire had ceased we dis­ 
covered that a number of men who had 
been killed were hanging head down­ 
ward from the trees, and in curiosity we 
advanced to ascertain the cause of this. 


We found that they had been tied to 
the trees by their officers in such a man­ 
ner that it was impossible for them to 
escape. 
Beside each man was a box of 
cartridges, also tied to the tree. 
These 
men had been placed where death for 
them was almost a certainty, aud they 
were told that capture meant death. 
This gives a fair idea of the considera­ 
tion of a Spanish officer for his men and 
for human life. The men were not tied 
in palm trees, as is commonly supposed. 
The tree used for this purpose is a low 
growth, of which I do not know’ the 
name, yet it is a tree and not a brush. ” 
—New York Sun.

D e a r P a p a a n d A l l t h e F o l k s —Wall, I 
have been under fire and came out w ith bullet I C li e s s f e w u s 
hole* in nay clothes, but no wound*. Fir*t to 
organize, first to em bark, first to land, and 
now the first battle of this campaign. Wo 
landed w ithout any difficulty and took up our 
m arch to Santiago, the rough riders about four 
miles in advance of the arm y. 
We engaged 
the Spaniards in battle, about 4.000 of them to 
800 of uh, but we stood like rooks and fired 
volley after volley into them . They bad forti­ 
fications built of stones, but we charged them 
and drove them like sheep. They had nome 
artillery w ith them and rapid fire guns 
We 
opened the battle, and after an h o u r’s Lard 
fighting we had four troop* of diamounted 
cavalry re-enforcem ents and one squadron cf 
colored cavalry from the Seventh regulars. 
But 
Colonel 
Wood’* 
regim ent made four 
charge* after fighting two hours and a half. 
and the Spaniards fled, carry'.ny tholr wound­ 
ed and part of their dead. 
We .tilled as m any 
a* 2U0 of the Spaniel and wounded a* many 
more. Our regim ent suffered 9 dead end W or 
40 wounded. 
Our captain was alist down 
about ten feet from me, and many more 
wounded. 
The bullets sung and spit around me like a 
swarm of bees, and Cod only knows how I got 
out alive. But, do you know, I like the sound 
ju st to get a whack af *he Spaniard*. 
We have 
become the pride of the •irmy. a n i if I should 
fall at Santiago rem em ber th at your eon fought 
in one of the m ost d i s t i l l and historical bat­ 
tles ever fought, aud camped right on the spot 
w here we sent them below, anti not above. I 
have seen nine of our bravest men fall, and 
have seen Colonel Wood ride to tho front of 
the firing line, dism ount under tile heaviest 
fire and lead his horse up and down tile line iii 
front of the enemy, his horse cropping grass 
as he walked, giving orders. Don’t you think 
if such men as that can face the enemy I can 
afford to fall? My opinion is we shall have a 
hard tim e taking Santiago. 
What the papers 
said in regard to m isery here is all true, and 
the Spaniards are as cruel os said to be. 
We 
gave no quarter to any of th e n . In three 
days from this date I will be either in Santiago 
or in some other place. The regulars and vol­ 
unteers are determ ined to tahr tile city. Our 
fleet has razed the fortifications at the front of 
the harbor, and, it is said, ean go iii at any 
moment. Goodby. Your son.

Ebonite stems are in g eneral ob­ 
jectionable because they commonly spoil 
the true flavor of tobacco smoke. This 
is most probably due to the sulphur of 
the ebonite combining with the volatile 
oils in the smoke.

Bone or real amber makes a much

A M edical A uthority T hat Says Clay Is 
P referable to W ood. 
lf tobacco smoking is justifiable at all 
on hygienic grounds, says The Lancet, 
it is generally conceded that the pipe is 
the least injurious means. But tobacco 
pipes differ considerably in material 
and shapes, both of which must be im­ 
portant factors in determining the char­ 
acter of the smoke. Thus there are the 
clay, the meerschaum and .the various 
wooden pipes, the brier, cherry «r my­ 
all. 
Next to the tobacco, therefore, 
which should always be pure and free 
from added flavoring, an expedient 
which is resorted to far too commonly 
nowadays, probably in many instances 
to cover an inferior quality of tobacco, 
the best kind of pipe is a point to be 
considered. Even assuming that he is 
smoking good tobacco, the smoker knows 
bow different in character the smoke is 
when drawn from a clay or a wooden 
bowl. There is probably a scientific ex­ 
planation of this fact which must have 
some bearing on the noxions or innocu­ 
ous character of the smoke associated 
with other products of combustion. 
A soft clay is invariably cool smok­ 
ing because the acid oils obtained on 
the destructive distillation of the tobac­ 
co are absorbed instead of collecting in 
a little pool, which must eventually 
either by the volatilization or by me­ 
chanical conveyance reach the month. 
A particular pipe “ smokes hot” not 
necessarily because the temperature of 
the smoke is high, but because it favors 
the passage by one of these means of 
the oils into the mouth. Meerschaum is 
another porous material. Again, an old 
wooden pipe or brier, so dear to invet­ 
erate smokers, becomes “ smooth smok­ 
ing” because the pores of the wood 
widen and so absorb, as is the case with 
clay or meerschaum, a large proportion 
of the tobacco oil. 
Thus an old pipe “ sweats,” as it is 
termed—that is, the oil intrudes into 
the expanded pores of the wooden bowl 
and ut length exudes. .Similarly a hook 


soaped pipe must ce netter tnan a pipe 
the bowl of which is on the same level 
with the mouth, for the simple reason 
that in the former a considerable quan­ 
tity of the oil is kept back in the U 
shaped part of the pipe, while in the 
latter the oil travels easily down the 
Btem. Ebonite stems are in general ob­ 
jectionable because they commonly spoil 
the true flavor of tobacco smoke. This 
is most probably due to the sulphnr of 
the ebonite combining with the volatile 
oils in the smoke. 
We know instances 
where ebonite stems have produced dis­ 
tinctly objectionable symptoms in the 
throat, most probably for the reason 
just given. 
Bone or real amber makes a much 
more satisfactory stem, or the pipes 
should be of wood throughout Amber 
substitutes, and especially celluloid, 
should be discarded entirely as danger­ 
ous, while the flavor of camphor which 
these invariably communicate to the 
smoke forms a very unpleasant combi­ 
nation. Pipes of special construction 
cannot be regarded with much favor, 
such as those which are said to be hy­ 
gienic and usually contain * so called 
nicotine absorber. 
Those smokers who 
require such auxiliary attachments had 
better not smoke at all. As u matter of 
fact tobacco yields little nicotiue in the 
smoke produced on its partial combus­ 
tion. It is mainly to oils of a tarry and 
acrid character that the toxic symptoms 
of tobacco smoking are due. 


I lls and R em edies.

The moment they ascertain a dis­ 
ease to be the same as one they have 
known they conclude the same remedies 
that cured the first must remove those 
of the second, not making allowances 
for the peculiarities of temperament, 
habits and disposition, which last has a 
great influence on maladies.”

Byron was no more enam­ 
ored of the medical profession than he 
was of professors of divinity, but be 
was an acute observer, and it was inter­ 
esting to read bis views respecting 
idiosyncrasies.

TOBACCO PIPES. 


A M edical A uthority That Says C lag Is 
P referable to W ood. 
lf tobacco smoking is justifiable at all 
on hygienic grounds, says The Lanoet, 
it is generally conceded that the pipe is 
the least injurious means. But tobacco 
pipes differ considerably in material 
and shapes, both of which must be im ­ 
portant factors in determining the char­ 
acter of the smoke. Thus there are the 
clay, the meerschaum andAthe various 


soaped pipe must ce better tnan a pipe 
the bowl of which is on the same level 
with the mouth, for the simple reason 
that in the former a considerable quan­ 
tity of the oil is kept back in the U 
shaped part of the pipe, while in the 
latter the oil travels easily down the 
stem. 
Ebonite stems are in general ob­ 
jectionable because they commonly spoil 
the true flavor of tobacco smoke. This 
is most probably due to the sulphur of 
the ebonite combining w ith the volatile 
oils in the smoke. 
We know instances 
where ebonite stems have produced dis­ 
tinctly objectionable symptoms in the 
throat, most probably for the reason 
just given. 
Bone or real amber makes a much 
more satisfactory stem, or the pipes 
should be of wood throughout Amber 
substitutes, 
and especially celluloid, 
should be discarded entirely as danger­ 
ous, while the flavor of camphor which 
these invariably communicate to the 
smoke forms a very unpleasant combi­ 
nation. Pipes of special construction 
cannot be regarded with mnch favor, 
such as those which are said to be hy­ 
gienic and usually contain * so called 
nicotine absorber. 
Those smokers who 
and.the 
wooden pipes, the brier, c h e rry ^ my- require such auxiliary attachments had 
all. 
Next to the tobacco, 
therefore, 
better not smoke at all. As a matter of 
which should always be pure and free fact tobacco yields little nicotine in the

from added flavoring, an expedient 
which is resorted to far too commonly 
nowadays, probably in many instances 
to cover an inferior quality of tobacco, 
the best kind of pipe is a point to be 
considered. 
Even assuming that he is 
smoking good tobacco, the smoker knows 
how different in character the smoke is 
when drawn from a clay or a wooden 
bowl. There is probably a scientific ex­ 
planation of this fact which must have 
some bearing on the noxious or innocu­ 
ous character of the smoke associated 
with other products of combustion. 
A soft clay is invariably cool smok­ 
ing because the acid oils obtained on 
the destructive distillation of the tobac­ 
co are absorbed instead of collecting in 
a little pool, which must eventually 
either by the volatilization or by me­ 
chanical conveyance reach the month. 
A particular pipe 
necessarily because the temperature of 
the smoke is high, but because it favors 
the passage by one of these means of 
the oils into the mouth. Meerschaum is 
another porous material. Again, an old 
wooden pipe or brier, so dear to invet­ 
erate smokers, becomes “ smooth smok­ 
ing” because the pores of the wood 
widen and so absorb, as is the case with 
clay or meerschaum, a large proportion 
of the tobacco oil. 
Thus an old pipe “ sweats, 


smoke produced on its partial combus­ 
tion. It is mainly to oils of a tarry and 
acrid character that the toxic symptoms 
of tobacco smoking are due. 


Ills and R em edies.

smokes hot^ not marks are simple exaggerations of ftwd* 
ing and fact. Byron was no more enam­ 
ored of the medical profession than he 
was of professors of divinity, but be 
was an acute observer, and it was inter 
esting to read bis views r e s p e c t in g 
idiosyncrasies. He judged rightly, very 
rightly, of their importance in connec­ 
tion with the practice of medicine-

Spoiled the Rescue. 
M ajor Tom W illiam s some tim e ago 
told me the story <jf one of Colonel Gib 
W right’s adventures in South Carolina 
in the closing m onths of the war. 
It seems th at General K ilpatrick, the 
Federal cavalry commander, had cap­ 
tured a num ber of Confederates, and 
W right was anxious to rescue them.

The drowsy Federals took them for a 
party of their own men returning from 
a scout, aud paid no attention to them. 
Everything was w orking smoothly until 
one of the prisoners caught a glim pse of 
the newcomers. The fellow lost his head 
and ruined the whole business. He leap­ 
ed to his feet and looked into the faces 
of the advancing Confederates. 
“ Horray, boys I” he shouted in his 
delirious delight. 
“ H ang me, if there 
ain ’t old G ib W right and his crowd. 
Durned if the whole Confederate arm y 
a in ’t rig h t behind him I” 
The prisoners all rushed forw ard w ith 
the regular rebel yell, and the sleeping 
Federals suddenly became very wide 
awake. From every side they showered 
bullets on their visitors, and W right 
and his men had alm ost a m iraculous 
deliverance. 
Several were killed and 
wounded, but the leader and the m a­ 
jority of the 
party m anaged to get 
aw ay.— A tlanta Constitution.

Both his feet w’ere bandaged 
and bleeding.

The taking of El Caney yesterday, al­ 
though at terrible cost. made it possible 
today to concentrate a1) the fighting on 
the breastworks east of Santiago. 
Gen­ 
era: Jacob F . Kent’s division, the First, 
accom plished 
an important forward 
m ovem ent yesterday, and the night was 
epent in intrenching the positions gain­ 
ed in the day. 
Shovels and picks were 
sent to the front after dark, and the sol­ 
diers dug industriously until dawn. 
Tm ir pits were usually about three feet 
deep. 
The commissary worked hard, 
aud by means of pack aDd wagon trains 
managed to get large quantities of beef, 
bacon, hard tack and coffee to the front. 
About 12:00 o’clock this morning th e 
artillery that yesterday was stationed 
on a h i l l to the left was moved to the 
valley road and forward. 
It had been 
thought that sufficient headway had 
boen made by the infantry to w arrant 
placing the cannon well to the front. 
At daybreak it was found that a seri­ 
ous miscalculation had been made. The 
Spanish intrenchments were only 600 or 
POO "Ards away, and the rifle fire was 
so affective that the position of the ar­ 
tillerymen was untenable. Several men 
were killed and wounded, and there 
was nothing to do but to hitch up the 
horses and retire. This was done under 
a constant rattle of musketry. The tired

horses were started back for the heights 
from which the cannonading had been 
conducted yesterday. On the indifferent 
road this was a hard task, and little 
’tfas heard from the American artillery 
all day. The Spaniards were more active 
with their field pieces, but apparently 
not so effective as on the day before. 
The men in the trenches were in poor 
shape for the almost continuous firing 
that they had to keep up. 
Thursday 
night they had little sleep, last night 
none at all. Even worse was the condi­ 
tion of the regiments which took part 
in the battle of El Caney yesterday and 
were ordered to march back six or seven 
miles to the road on which the divisions 
of Generals Wheeler and Kent had mov- 
^d yesterday and then forward. Thurs­ 
day night most of the regiments in the 
Second division had tramped until after 
dark, only to be set going again at 8:30 
o’clock in the morning. 
They had no 
hot food, not being allowed to light 
fires. 
Then came the long battle, the 
fighting through the woods, in the heat, 
and, in many cases, without water for 
hours. 
Bv dark the men felt that they were

But the battle was far more 
serious than had been imagined possible 
tnd took much more time. 
This, to­ 
gether with the unexpected strength of 
the fortifications on that side of Santi­ 
ago, led to the concentration of the 
forces on the San Juan side. 
The march to the firing line was full 
cf interest to tho Nil th Massachusetts 
aud tilt* Thirty-fourth Michigan, which 
reached Siboney only last night on the 
Harvard. They marched out in the early 
hours of morning. The road had dried 
fairly well a few hours after the suu 
came up, and the marching was not 
bad. 
There w as a constant stream of 
the wounded returning to the rear. 
These had had their hurts dressed at the 
first aid station and were going to the 
hospitals in the rear. 
Some had only 
slight wounds and were able to walk 
alone. Some were carried on the shoul­ 
ders of two men. Big army wagons 
with four or six mules were used to 
transport some. On the occasional rough 
parts of the road the jolting in the 
great, rude wagons was terrible. A few 
Red Cross wagons were in use. but not 
many. 
Some officers were carried on 
litters. 
This was the most comfortable 
method, but it was exceedingly hard on 
the litter bearers. 
Half a dozen field 
hospitals or dressing stations were scat­ 
tered along the road, but the chief hos­ 
pital was four or five miles from the in- 
treuchments. The number of litter bear­ 
ers was far too few. In addition to the 
regular divisional corps the musicians 
were called into service. 
Even fur four 
bearers it was a hard task to carry a 
wounded man in the hot sun for several 
miles. Every soldier whose injuries did 
not positively forbid it was made to 
walk to the rear. In some instances this 
was cruel, especially when the wound 
was 24 hours old and serious if not 
mortal. 
But it was a choice of evils, 
and the litters and wagons were kept 
for those shot in the legs or in some 
vital part. 
One man rode on a horse, curiously 
wounded. Both his feet were bandaged 
and bleeding. 
Doublers a shell had ex­ 
ploded near him. 
Another, also on 
horseback, was wounded in the head. 
He seemed barely cc nscious. 
One man 
led the horse and another supported the 
wounded man as well as he could. But 
most distressing of all was an artillery­ 
man whose face had been struck by a 
piece of shell from the side. The center 
of his face was merely a great hole. He 
had no medical attention yet. 
In spite 
of the tern hie appearance of his wound 
he walked alone, a comrade on either 
side of him. There was a grim interest 
in studying the uninjured part of his 
face. 
His brow was smooth and calm. 
He looked from side to side as if actual­ 
ly concerned in w hat.he saw. Two sol­ 
diers thought they knew the man, al­ 
though so little of his features were left 
that they could not be sure. 
Finally 
they agreed it must be Gates. 
Just beyond a ford of the San Juan 
river, a few hundred yards from the 
blockhouses captured yesterday, 
lay 
four corpses. 
A grave had been begun 
for them in the rocky soil and was un­ 
finished. A pick lay near by. Evidently 
the gravediggers had been ordered to 
the firing line. 
Along the bank of the 
river the chaplain of the First volun­ 
teer cavalry buried Captain O’Neill, 
w ith the help of two privates. The ford 
of the river at this point seemed to he 
the especial mark of the enemy’s fire, 
although it was a distance behind the 
trenches. 
The Seventh Massachusetts 
had gone a hundred yards beyond when 
a shrapnel shell came whizzing by. 
There was scattering and dodging be­ 
hind banks until the order came to ad­ 
vance. 
Apparently the sharpshooters in the 
trees knew that this place would be a 
common halting place for soldiers who 
wanted to fill their canteens and there­ 
fore took perches that would command 
a view of it. 
The result was that the 
bullets sped by there regularly, clipping 
the foliage with a nasty “ zip. ’’ 
Some 
of the shots struck the water near the 
ford, and within about an hour four of 
them hit a live mark. A physician who 
was accompanying a wounded man was 
killed, and so was a soldier. The physi­ 
cian was Dr. Danforth of the Ninth 
cavalry, and his brains were blown out. 
He had previously been in Cuba in the 
service of the United States government 
Two other privates were shot. One was 
sitting on the bank of the river with a 
friend, chatting. Both heard the bullet 
strike near by and thought it just as 
well to move on. 
One of them walked 
lame, and his companion asked him 
what the trouble was. 
“ I don’t know,’’ was the answer, 
“ but my leg feels weak.” 
He looked 
down and saw blood streaming from it. 
He had been shot without knowing it. 
Instances of this kind, where a bullet 
was not discovered until the blood was 
seen, were not unusual. 
Indeed a re­ 
markable feature of the battles around 
Santiago has been the stolidity and 
pluck of the wounded. The waiter saw 
perhaps 200 of them and heard not a 
groan. At times, in moments of agony, 
some would utter a sound of pain, but 
it was rare. 
One incident of the sort was touch­ 
ing. Four litter bearers were carrying a 
soldier who had been shot in the bath. 


For some reason ne was lying lace up. 
Halting to rest, they, without noticing 
it, set the litter on a stone, winch just 
happened to press in on his hurt, 
He 
uttered a cry and said, “ For God’s sake, 
boys, move me a little; there’s a stone 
under m e.” With heartiest expressions 
of regret, they lifted him up and put 
him in a more comfortable place. In his 
death struggle one cavalryman, a boy of 
19, shrieked, “ Mother, oh, my mother!” 
but that was the end of the poor young 
fellow’. 
The Spanish sharpshooters had no re­ 
spect for the Red Cross flag. They fired 
continually on litter bearers and from 
time to time on hospitals. 
Of course in 
some cases this was not intentional, but 
in others it certainly was. 
It became 
dangerous to carry the wounded out of 
the trenches, and for this reason some 
were left there until night. 
Another 
reason for not removing the injured was 
that it took so many men.

Dr. Alv ah H. Doty, health officer of 
the port of New York , 
^a id recently in 
relation to thedi.spatch aonoaiii ing that 
there w'ere a iiaiiil» ei of cas’s of yellow 
fev er now in the hold hospital near San­ 
tiago: 
“ I hav e no official inform ation re­ 
garding the report that yellow fev er 
has appeared among our troops at San­ 
tiago, and I sincerely hope that it is not 
so. 
As near as I can remember, daring 
the past ton years there hav e been two 
rather form idable outbreak s of yellow 
fev er in Santiago — one 
in 
189 0-1, 
which, it is said, was introduced by 
Spanish work men who had contracted 
the disease in Porto Rico w hile 
o a their 
way to Santiago. 
A t that tim e there 
were abont 300 cases, about 30 per cent 
of which were fatal. 
In 189 5 another 
ontbroak occurred, uot quite as form ida­ 
ble as the one in 189 0, but the m ortality 
was greater. Since that tim e a few cases 
hav e from tim e to tim e been reported. 
Therefore it would not be surprising if 
the disease had brok en out again, and, 
although ev ery precaution has been tak ­ 
en 
by Surgeon General George M. 
Sternberg to prev ent an outbreak of this 
disease among our troops, still there are 
factors ov er which the general and his 
assistants would hav e v ery little con­ 
trol. 
I refer to the extreme heat, the 
frequent w ettings w hich onr soldiers 
are 
subjected to, the great nerv ous 
strain, 
irregularity in eating, 
etc., 
which are conditions extrem ely fav or­ 
able to the propagation of this disease 
if it should appear. 
“ That prompt action was necessary 
in tak ing Santiago before yellow fev er 
appeared among the troops was ev ident­ 
ly fully appreciated by the commanders 
of onr arm y in Cuba by the v igorous 
and rapid m anner in which they hav e 
pushed forw ard to Sautiago. It is fortu­ 
nate that the medical departm ent of the 
United States arm y is under the direc­ 
tion of Dr. Sternberg, whose great ex­ 
perience in yellow fev er em inently fits 
him for the direction of the medical 
officers now w ith onr troops at that 
place. He has left no stone unturned to 
instruct his assistants how to protect 
our troops at the front, and he has en­ 
deav ored to secure the serv ices of men 
who hav e had experience w ith yellow 
fev er, and there is no doubt that the 
dauger from the disease among onr sol­ 
diers will be reduced to the m inimum. 
“ If it be true that yellow fev er is 
present, it would seem to me that troops 
on their return should be brought north 
instead of being landed at southern 
ports w ithin the yellow fev er belt. The 
maximum period of the incubation of 
yellow fev er is fiv e days. 
Therefore 
troops brought from Sautiago to Flor­ 
ida or some other southern ports would 
reach there w ithin that period (fiv e 
days), and it would probably be deemed 
necesaary to hold them at some station 
until the full fiv e days had elapsed be­ 
fore sending them north. 
If during 
their detention cases of fev er, etc., 
which m ight be regarded as snspicious, 
should occur, it would probably be re ­ 
garded as only safe to hold them for au 
additional period. 
This m ight be k ept 
up indefinitely, until it would be hard 
to say when the men would be released. 
In addition, it m ust be remembered tha t, 
we hav e recently had yellow fev er in 
the south, and it is possible that it 
might, in some way, reach the deteu- 
tiou camp and infect those who were 
held for observ ation. 
“ On the other hand, if the troops are 
brought directly north, say to New 
York , the v oyage would tak e about 
sev en days, which more than cov ers the 
peri(xi of incubation. 
Therefore, upou 
the arriv al of these troops, if after a 
close inspecti« ni they were found to be 
free from iufoctiotii disease, there is uo 
reason why they should be detained 
longer perhaps than tu perform disinfec­ 
tion. If the disease should break out on 
board, the case or case» would be care­ 
fully isolated by the surgeon in attend­ 
ance, and there would be little danger 
of the rem aining soldiers beoomiug in­ 
fected. 
On the arriv al here the case or 
cases would be remov ed to Swinburne 
islaud and the rem aining troops placed 
for observ ation on Hoffman island, 
whore we hav e accommodations for be­ 
tween 2,000 and 8,000 persons at an 
hour's notice. 
“ This work is nothing new to us at 
this quarantine, as dnriug the past two 
or three years we hav e had a great 
many cases of yellow fev er coming from 
infected ports, and during the outbreak 
at Panama last year oearly ev ery steam­ 
er arriv ing from Colon daring a certain 
period brought cases of yellow fev er to 
this place, but in no instance did the 
disease pass quarantine or secondary 
cases as a result of ^ i s infectiou occur 
in the city or v i c i i ^ . 
Dealing with 
m erchant ships carrying crews and im ­ 
m igrants. which are subject to compar­ 
ativ ely little discipline, is much harder 
than w ith v essels bringing traimxl sol­ 
diers under the care of competent and 
v igilant medical officers. 
We are con­ 
stantly dealing with 
people in larg ^ 
uunitsi’rs, .N itn'tinn^s 4,009 or 
5.000 a 
day, and inv oiiicers and men hav e had 


long experience HI cnis work , inerefore 
it would not be v ery ranch more than 
our ordinary duty, and I hav e uo fear 
that this arrangem ent would be follow- 
e<i by any nn])leasaht results. 
“ In my mind it is the logical and 
practical way to deal w ith the matter. 
Ill addition it must bf) reraemb<?red that 
we are outside of the ye’low fev er belt, 
and there is v ery little danger that the 
disease would extend if it were brought 
here. I am fully prepared for any em er­ 
gency aud shall co-operate w ith General 
Sternbfirg in ev ery possible way if it 
should be decided to bring the troops 
direct to this port. “ — New York rfun.

I have no official information re­ 
garding the report that yellow fever 
bas appeared among our troops at San­ 
tiago, and I sincerely hope that it is not 
so. 
As near as I can remember, during 
the past ten years there have been two 
rather formidable outbreaks of yellow 
fever in Santiago — one 
in 1890-1, 
which, it is said, was introduced by 
Spanish workmen who had contracted 
the disease in Porto Rico while an their 
way to Santiago.

if it should appear. 
“ That prompt action was necessary 
in taking Santiago before yellow fever 
appeared among the troops was evident­ 
ly fully appreciated by the commanders 
of our army in Cuba by the vigorous 
and rapid manner in which they have 
pushed forward to Santiago. It is fortu­ 
nate that the medical department of the 
United States army is under the direc­ 
tion of Dr. Sternberg, whose great ex­ 
perience in yellow fever eminently fits 
him for the direction of the medical 
officers now with our troops at that 
place. He has left no stone un turned to 
instruct his assistants how to protect 
our troops at the front, and he has en­ 
deavored to secure the services of men 
who have had experience with yellow 
fever, and there is no doubt that the 
danger from the disease among our sol­ 
diers will be reduced to the minimum. 
“ If it be true that yellow fever is 
present, it would seem to me that troops 
on their return should be brought north 
instead of being landed at southern 
ports within the yellow fever belt. The 
maximum period of the incubation of 
yellow fever is five days. 
Therefore 
troops brought from Santiago to Flor­ 
ida or some other southern ports would 
reach there within that period (five 
days), aud it would probably be deemed 
necessary to hold them at some station 
until the full five days had elapsed be­ 
fore sending them north. 
If during 
their detention cases of fever, etc., 
which might be regarded as suspicious, 
should occur, it would probably be re­ 
garded as only safe to hold them for an 
additional period. 
This might be kept 
up indefinitely, until it would be hard 
to say when the men would be released. 
In addition, it must be remembered that 
we have recently had yellow fever in 
the south, aud it is possible that it 
might, in some way, reach the deten­ 
tion camp and infect those who were 
held for observation. 
“ On the other hand, if the troops are 
brought directly north, say to New 
York, the voyage would take about 
seven days, which more than covers the 
period of incubation. Therefore, upon 
the arrival of these troops, if after a 
close inspection they were found to be 
free from infectious disease, there is no 
reason why they should be detained 
longer perhaps than to perform disinfec­ 
tion. If the disease should break out on 
board, the case or cases would be care­ 
fully isolated by the surgeon in attend­ 
ance, and there would be little danger 
of the remaining soldiers becoming in­ 
fected. On the arrival here the case or 
cases would be removed to Swinburne 
island and the remaining troops placed 
for observation on Hoffman island, 
where we have accommodations for be­ 
tween 8,000 and 8,000 persons at an 
hour’s notice.

DEATH OF

Even before the details of the Santi­ 
ago campaign have cleared away the 
expedition against Porto Rico absorbs 
the attention of the President.

General 
Brooke, who is scheduled to go to Porto 
Rico, desired to take w l’h him the 
troops that constituted uis corps at 
Chickamauga; but ic has been deter­ 
mined not to send that corps in its en­ 
tirety, and only a part of it will go. 
It is understood that General Miles, 
who is to have general command of the 
operations in Porto Rico, will not return 
to the United States, bat will proceed 
directly to a point n ear^an Juan with 
such of the military forces now at San­ 
tiago as are to form a part of the expe­ 
dition against Porto Rico.

General M cKibben has been appointed 
temporary m ilitary governor. 
A vast concourse of 10,000 people w it­ 
nessed the stirring and thrilling scene. 
A finer setting for a dram atic episode it 
would be difficult to imagine. 
The 
palace, a picturesque dw elling in the 
Moorish style of architecture, faces the 
Plaza de la Reina, the principal public 
square. 
Opposite rises the imposing 
Catholic cathedral. 
On one side is a

General Shafter m aintained th at no 
such approval was necessary; th at when 
General Toral agreed to surrender the 
province of Santiago and General Blanco 
sanctioned it, the agreement of sur­ 
render became an accomplished fact. 
He insisted ttiat General Toral had 
eirher surrendered Thursday or acted in 
bud faith, but documentary evidence 
bore out the fact that General Toral 
m entioned that he only capitulated sub­ 
ject to his governm ent’s approval, and 
the six commissioners by whom the ar­ 
ticles were signed about 2:10 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon so ruled. 
The whole m atter was cleared up this 
morning, however, when General Toral 
received the necessary sanction from 
Madrid.

E ighth—That all guerillas and Span­ 
ish irregulars shall be perm itted to re­ 
main in Cuba if they so elect, giving a 
parole that they w'ill uot again take up 
arm s against the United States unless 
properly released from parole. 
N inth—That the Spanish forces shall 
be perm itted to m arch out w ith all the 
honors of war, depositing their arms, to 
be disposed of by the United States in 
the future, the American oommissouers 
to recommend to their governm ent that 
the arm s of the soldiers be returned to 
those “ who so bravely defended them .”

S antiago dr C u b a , July 18.—Since 
4 o’clock yesterday m orning a stream of 
refugees has been pouring into the city, 
some naked and all hungry, skeletons 
and footsore. 
Many had fallen by the 
wayside. 
The town of Santiago presents a dis­ 
mal appearance. 
Most of the houses 
have been sacked and the stores have 
! all been looted and nothing to eat can 
I be had for love or money. In the streets 
of the city yesterday m orning at the en­ 
trenchm ents, at the breastworks and at 
every IOO feet or so of the barbed wire 
fences were the living skeletons of 
Spanish soldiers. 
Among the arrivals yesterday were 
the German, Japanese and Portuguese 
cousuls and their families, the British 
aud Freuch cousuls having arrived S at­ 
urday. 
Admiral Sampson gave the Red Cross 
society permission to dead in the first 
steamer. 
General Pando was never here, but 
3.5(H) men from M anzanillo arrived on 
July 3, m aking the total garrison here 
7,000. 
The contact mines in the harbor were 
removed the day Admiral Oervera left, 
but two chains of electric moues, one 
from Estrella Point aud the other from 
Sooapa, are still down. 
The arm am ent of the shore batteries 
of Sauttago consists of five 6-inoh m uz­ 
zle loaders in the Morro fortifications, 
two 6-inch Hontoriaa from the cruiser 
Reina Mercedes 
and three 2l-oeuti* 
m eter m ortars—never used—two use­ 
less 21-centimeter mortars, two8-ceuti- 
m eter muzzle loaders aud four 8-centi­

Spanish S harp.hoott r* W ere H id In Tree* 
by T heir Officer* and W ere Told Cap­ 
ture M eant D eath —Cause* o f Carualtiea 
A m ong Officer*—A B attlefield D uel. 


The convalescents among the wound 
ed from Santiago were allowed to come 
to Atlanta the other afternoon, and the 
town went wild over them and showed 
its enthusiasm in every way it could 
think of. 
Men and women alike clus 
tered about them to hear their stories. 
When the wounded arrived recently 
the 2,500 men now stationed at Fort 
McPherson were waiting to cheer them 
but this idea was not carried out. 
The 
expressions which came from the troops 
at the post were more of pity than of 
glorification. The wounded men came 
from the train, some of 
them on 
crutches, others aided by companions, 
while many had to be carried on 
stretchers. Their faces were drawn anc 
pinched, their clothes were tom, and 
many of them were without sufficient 
clothing. 
Some of the officers had dis­ 
pensed with their coats and had placed 
their shoulder straps on their shirt 
sleeves to show their rank. Save for 
these shoulder straps there was no dif­ 
ference in appearance between officers 
and privates in many cases. 
The wounded men were in the hottest 
part of the fight, and they have interest­ 
ing stories to tell. 
Some of them ad­ 
vanced to within a half mile of San 
tiago, and they declare that they could 
have held this position had they not 
been ordered to fall back. On the night 
of June 30 the men advanced to within 
a short distance of the city of Santiago 
and then slept on their arms. 
The fol­ 
lowing morning it was found that the 
pickets had been within ten yards of 
the Spanish line. For some reason they 
were not fired upon. On July I the bat­ 
tle began. 
One of the greatest difficul­ 
ties the Americans had to contend with 
was the Spanish sharpshooters. 
It is 
said that these men did more harm 
prior to their rout than any other part 
of the Spanish army. 
The Americans 
did not know when or from what tree 
they would be greeted with a volley of 
Spanish bullets. 
A private says he was fighting near a 
commissioned officer, a lieutenant, he 
thinks, who kept dodging from side to 
side. The officer continued these antics j 
for some time, and then the private ad- j 
vanced to his side aud asked if he was 
wounded. “ MyGod, man,” replied the 
officer, “ don’t you see that fellow shoot­ 
ing at me? He has been paging away 
at my carcass for 15 minutes. ” 
Sure enough, in proof of whet the 
officer said, a moment later a puff of 
smoke came from the tree pointed out, 
and a bullet whizzed close to where the 
officer and private were standing. 
The 
officer took the private’s rifle and coolly 
knelt on the ground while he took de­ 
liberate aim at the place from which 
the puff of smoke had arisen. 
The aim 
of the officer was good, and at the crack 
of the rifle the sharpshooter was seen to 
hang head downward from the tree. 
The officers were the principal objects 
of attack by the Spaniards. The Spanish 
sharpshooters and the regular lilies of 
infantry all directed their fire at the 
officers, aud when one was seen to fall 
a cheer invariably went up from the 
dons. 
Many privates were naturally 
victims of the fire, but both the officers 
and the men who arrived recently say 
that the Spaniards appeared to take 
special delight in killing officers. 
One story was of a duel on the battle­ 
field between two soldiers, one Ameri­ 
can, the other Spanish. 
It was duriug 
one of the lulls that occasionally occur 
on battlefields, when the men of their 
own aocord stop firing in order to let 
the smoke clear away and to catch a 
breath of fresh air. The Spaniards had 
made a charge and had been repulsed. 
The Americans had pursued them, and 
one luau was left in froutof the Ameri­ 
can line when the United States sol­ 
diers retired to their original position. 
This man was wounded, aud uear him 
was a Spanish soldier who was thought 
to be dead. It developed that he was 
not. He saw the American, and slowly 
brought his gun to his shoulder and 
fired, the hall striking the United States 
soldier in the leg. The American an­ 
swered with his gun, aud for several 
minutes the fire was kept up, six or 
seven shots being fired on each side. 
Tile Spaniard was killed and the Amer 
icau was brought back to the line, 
where he received the plaudits of his 
companions for his bravery. The man 
who related this story did not know the ! 
name of the American engaged in this 
duel, but he vouched for the accuracy 
of the account given by him. 
Chaplain Dwight Galloupe of the 
Ninth cavalry is one of the men brought 
to Atlanta from the battlefield. He said: 
“ Garcia failed to notify our men of the 
presence of Spanish sharpshooters in 
trees. 
He was supposed to watch over 
these thing*, but did not fiutl out that 
tile sharpshooters were waiting for us. 
Consequently, when we advanced, our 
men met with a withering fire from 
among the tree tops, aud it was with 
great difficulty that these men were dis­ 
lodged. After the fire had ceased we dis­ 
covered that a number of men who had 
been killed were banging head down­ 
ward from tile trees, and in curiosity we 
advanced to ascertain the cause of this. 


We found that they had been tied to 
the trees by their officers in such a man­ 
ner that it was impossible for them to 
escape. 
Beside each man was a box of 


I cartridges, also tied to the tree. 
These 
men had been placed where death for 
them was almost a certainty, and they 
were told that capture meant death. 
This gives a fair idea of the considera- 
; lion of a Spanish officer for his men and 
for human life. The men were not tied 
in palm trees, as is commonly supposed. 
The tree used for this purpose is a low 
growth, of which I do not know the 
name, yet it is a tree and not a brush. ”

TOBACCO PIPES. 


A M ed ical A n th o rity T h at Baya C lay I* 
P refera b le to W ood. 
lf tobacco smoking is justifiable at all 
on hygienic grounds, says The Lanoet, 
it is generally conceded that the pipe is 
the least injurious means. But tobacco 
pipes differ considerably in material 
aud shapes, both of which must be im­ 
portant factors in determining the char­ 
acter of the smoke. Thus there are the 
clay, the meerschaum and the various 
wooden pipes, the brier, cherry ar my­ 
all. 
Next to the tobacco, therefore, 
which should always be pure and free 
from added flavoring, an expedient 
which is resorted to far too commonly 
nowadays, probably in many instances 
to cover an inferior quality of tobacco, 
the best kind of pipe is a point to he 
Even assuming that he is 
smoking good tobacco, the smoker knows 
how different in character the smoke is 
when drawn from a clay or a wooden 
bowl. There is probably a scientific ex­ 
planation of this fact which most have 
some bearing on the noxious or innocu­ 
ous character of the smoke associated 
with other products of combustion. 
A soft clay is invariably cool smok­ 
ing because the acid oils obtained on 
Die destructive distillation of the tobac­ 
co are absorbed instead of collecting in 
a little pool, which most eventually 
either by the volatilization or by me­ 
chanical conveyance reach the mouth. 
A particular pipe “ smokes hot" not 
necessarily because the temperature of ! 
the smoke is high, but because it favors 
the passage by one of these means of 
the oils into the mouth. Meerschaum is 
another porous material. Again, an old 
wooden pipe or brier, so dear to invet­ 
erate smokers, becomes “ smooth smok­ 
ing” b ecause ti*e pores of the wood 
widen aud so absorb, as is the case with 
clay or meerschaum, a large proportion 
of the tobacco oil. 
Thus an old pipe “ sweats, ” as 
termed-—that is, the oil intrudes 


soaped pipe must be netter man a pipe 
the bowl of which is on the same level 
with the mouth, for the simple reason 
that in the former a considerable quan­ 
tity of the oil is kept back in the U 
shaped part of the pipe, while in the 
latter the oil travels easily down the 
stem. 
Ebonite stems are in general ob­ 
jectionable because they commonly spoil 
the true flavor of tobacco smoke. This 
is most probably due to the sulphur of 
the ebonite combining with the volatile 
oils in the smoke. 
We know instances 
where ebonite stems have produced dis­ 
tinctly objectionable symptoms in the 
throat, most probably for the reason 
just given. 
Bone or real amber makes a much 
more satisfactory stem, or the pipes 
should he of wood throughout Amber 
substitutes, and especially celluloid, 
should he discarded entirely as danger­ 
ous, while the flavor of camphor which 
these invariably communicate to the 
smoke forms a very unpleasant combi­ 
nation. Pipes of special construction 
cannot be regarded with much favor, 
such as those which are said to be hy­ 
gienic and usually contain * so called 
nicotine absorber. 
Those smokers who 
require such auxiliary attachments had 
better not smoke at all. As a matter of 
fact tobacco yields little nicotine iii the 
smoke produced on its partial c o in bus 
tion. It is mainly to oils of a tarry and 
acrid character that the toxic symptoms 
of tobacco smoking are due. 


I lls an d R em ed ies. 
Lord Byron, in his reported conversa­ 
tions with the Countess of B lessings, 
remarked to her that “ medical men do 
not sufficiently attend to idiosyncrasies, 
on which so much depends, and often 
hurry to the grave one patient by a 
treatment that has succeeded in anoth­ 
er. The moment they ascertain a dis­ 
ease to he the same as one they have 
known they conclude the same remedies 
that cured the first must remove those 
of the second, not making a l l o w a n c e s 
for the peculiarities of t e m p e r a m e n t , 
habits and disposition, which last has a 
great influence on maladies.” These re­ 
marks are simple exaggerations of feel 
ing aud fact. Byron was no more e u a m 
ored of the medical profession than he 
was of professors of divinity* hut bo 
was an acute observer, aud it was inter 
eating to read his views respectn - 
idiosyncrasies. H e judged rightly, very 
rightly, of their importance in connec­ 
tion with the practice of medicine- —* 
New York Ledger.

The Federal troopers were snoozing 
quietly in their camp and on both sides 
of the road leading to it, and their pris­ 
oners dozed by a fire near the center. 
Just how they got there would be 
ha rf I to explain, but shortly after mid­ 
night Gib Wright, at the head of a few 
men, rode at a gentle pace into the camp. 
The drowsy Federals took them for a 
party of their own men returning from | 
a scout, ami paid no attention to them. 
Everything was working smoothly until 
one of the prisoners caught a glimpse of 
the newcomers. The fellow lost his head 
and ruined the whole business. He leap- 
j ed to his feet and looked into the facies 
I of the advancing Confederates. 
“ Hurray, boys!” he shouted in his I 
delirious delight. 
“ Hang mo, if there 
ain’t old Gib Wright and his crowd. 
Durned if the whole Confederate army 
ain’t right behind him I” 
The prisoners ail rushed forward with ; 
the regular rebel yell, and the sleeping 
Federals suddenly became very wide 
awake. From every side they showered 
bullets on their visitors, and Wright 
and his men had almost a miraculous 
deliverance. 
Several were killed and 
wounded, but the leader and the ma­ 
jority of the party managed to get 
away.—Atlanta Constitution.

The idea was that by ll o’clock his nine 
regiments aud Captain Capron’s battery 
would have polished cif El Caney and 
would be ready for a movement of some 
kind on Santiago proper. The Casa Du- 
crot, north of the city, was to be the 
rendezvous. But the battle was far more 
serious than had been imagined possible 
*nd took much more time. 
This, to­ 
gether with the unexpected strength of 
the fortifications on that side of Santi­ 
ago, led to the concentration of the 
forces on the San Juan side. 
The marc h to the firing line was full 
cf interest f0 tho Nim ti Massachusetts 
and the Thirty-fourth Michigan, which 
reached Siboney only last night on the 
Harvard. They marched out in the early 
hours of morning. 
The road had dried 
fairly well a few hours after the sun 
came up, and the inarching was not 
bad. 
There w as a constant stream of 
the wounded returning to tho rear. 
These had had their hurts dressed at the 
fwst aid station aud wore going to the 
hospitals in the rear. 
Some had only 
slight wounds and were able to walk 
alone. Some were carried on the shoul­ 
ders of two men. 
Big army wagons 
with four or six mules were used to 
transport some. On the occasional rough 
parts of the road the jolting in the 
great, rude wagons was terrible. A few 
Red Cross wagons were in use. but not 
many. 
Some officers were carried on 
litters. 
This was the most comfortable 
method, but it was exceedingly burd on 
aud i t moans of pac* and wagon trains 
Jitter bearers. 
Half a dozen field 
managed to get large quantities of beef, 
bac on, hard tai k and coffee to the front. 
About 12:30 o’clock this morning the 
artillery that yesterday was stationed 
on a hill to the left was moved to the 
valley road and forward.

thought that sufficient headway had 
Poen ii ade by the infantry to w arrant 
placing the cannon well to the front.

hospitals or dressing stations were scat­ 
tie r! along the road, but the chief hos­ 
pital was four or five miles from the in- 
trenchments. The number of litter bear­ 
ers was far too few. In addition to the 
regular divisional corps the musicians 
were called into service. 
Even for four 
bearers it was a hard task to carry a 
wounded man in the hot sun for several 
miles. Every soldier whose injuries did 
not positively forbid it was made to 
walk to the rear. In some instances this 
was cruel, especially when the wound 
was 24 hours old and serious if not 
mortal. 
But it was a choice of evils, 
and the litters and wagons were kept 
for those shot in the legs or in some 
vital part. 
One man rode on a horse, curiously 
wounded. Both his feet were bandaged 
aud bleeding. 
Doubless a shell had ex­ 
ploded near him. 
Another, also on 
horseback, was wounded in the head. 
He seemed barely conscious. 
One man 
led the horse and another supported the 
wounded man as well as he could. But 
most distressing of all was an artillery 
man whose face had been struck by a 
piece of shell from the side. The center 
of his face was merely a great hole. He 
had no medical attention yet. 
In spite 
of the terri hie appearam e of his wound 
he walked alone, a comrade on either 
side of him. There was a grim interest 
in studying the uninjured part of his 
face. 
His brow was smooth and calm. 
He looked from side to side as if actual­ 
ly concerned in w hat,he saw. Two sol­ 
diers thought they knew the man, al­ 
though so little of his features were left 
that they could not be sure. 
Finally 
they agreed it must be Gates. 
Just beyond a ford of the San Juan 
river, a few hundred yards from the 
blockhouses 
captured yesterday, 
lay 
four corpses. 
A grave had been begun 
for them in the rocky soil and was un­ 
finished. A pick lay near by. Evidently 
the gravediggers had been ordered to 
the firing line. 
Along the bank of the 
river the chaplain of the First volun­ 
teer cavalry buried Captain O’Neill, 
w ith the help of two privates. The ford 
of the river at this point seemed to be 
the especial mark of the enemy’s fire, 
although it was a distance behind the 
trenches. 
The Seventh Massachusetts 
had gone a hundred yards beyond when 
a shrapnel shell came whizzing by. 
There was scattering and dodging be­ 
llied banks until the order came to ad­ 
vance. 
Apparently the sharpshooters in the 
trees knew that this place would be a 
common halting place for soldiers who 
wanted to fill their canteens and there­ 
fore took perches that would command 
a view of it. 
The result was that the 
bullets sped by there regularly, clipping 
the foliage with a nasty “ zip. ” 
Some 
of the shots struck the water near the 
ford, and within about an hour four of 
them hit a live mark. A physician who 
was accompanying a wounded man was 
killed, and so was a soldier. The physi­ 
cian was Dr. Danforth of the Ninth 
cavalry, and his brains were blown out. 
He had previously been iu Cuba in the 
service of the United States government 
Two other privates were shot One was 
sitting on the tiank of the river with a 
friend, chatting. Both heard the bullet 
strike near by and thought it just as 
well to move un. 
One of them walked 
lame, aud bis companion asked him 
what the trouble was. 
“ I don’t know,” was the answer, 
“ but my leg feels weak.” 
He looked 
down and saw blood streaming from it 
He had been shot without knowing i t 
Instances of this kind, where a bullet 
was not discovered until the blood was 
seen, were not unusual. 
Indeed a re­ 
markable feature of the battles around 
Santiago has been the stolidity aud 
pluck of the wounded. The writer saw 
jterhaps 200 of them aud heard not a 
groan. At times, in moments of agony, 
some would utter a sound of pain, but 
it was rare. 
One incident of the sort was touch­ 
ing, Four litter bearers were carrying a 
soldier who had 


For some reason ne was lying lace up. 
Halting to rest, they, without noticing 
it, set the litter on a stout*, which just 
happened to press in on his hurt. 
He 
uttered a cry aud said, “ For God’s sake, 
boys, move me a little; there’s a stone 
under m e.” With heartiest expressions 
of regret, they lifted him up and put 
him ilia more comfortable place. In his 
fleath struggle one cavalryman, a boy of 
19, shrieked, “ Mother, oh, my m other!” 
but that was the end of the poor young 
fellow. 
The Spanish sharpshooters had no re­ 
spect for the Red Cross flag. They fired 
continually on litter bearers and from 
time to time on hospitals. 
Of course in 
some cases this was not intentional, but 
in others it certainly was. 
It became 
dangerous to carry the wounded out of 
the trenches, and for this reason some 
were left there until night. 
Another 
reason for not removing the injured was 
that it took so many men. 
There was 
*reafc risk in returning to the trenches 
ifter the wounded man had been taken 
to a field hospital. 
Often the soldiers 
who had borne away a comrade remain­ 
ed in the rear until nightfall, so the 
regiments would have been unduly 
weakened had all who were struck been 
&rried away at once.

Army corps, and the surgeons there had 
their first experience in dressing war 
wounds. 
W hile the sufferers lay upon the 
rough pine table they gave an account 
of how the wounds were received.

variably they said when the bullets j 
struck them they were knocked down, j 
but suffered little. The holes seemed to J 
have been neatly drilled through the 
flesh or bone, making no laceration, j 
Only one man was unable to walk, all j 
the others having sufficiently recovered 
to do so. 
The wounds were inaiuly in I 
the hands, arms and feet. 
Men with 
their feet bundled in white cloths and 
their arms iu slings were in abundance. 
They talked good naturedly of the fight * 
and spoke highly of the enemy. 
Many 
of them hare souvenirs, such as ma* j 
chetes and Mauser bullets, some having ■ 
retained the bullets that wounded them. :

B« Think* They Ought to Be Brought to 


New York 
Beacon* Cited .*.0 Show 


W hy It I* the Beat Place te Heel With 


the Disease. 


Dr. Alvah II. Doty, health officer of 
the port of New York, ra:d recently in 
relation to the dispatch announcing that 
there were a nuinbei of < as’s of yellow 
fever now iii the held hospital near San­ 
tiago: 
“ I have no official information re­ 
garding the report that yellow fever 
has appeared among our troops at San­ 
tiago, and I sincerely hope that it is not 
so. 
As near as I can remember, during 
the past ten years there have been two 
rather formidable outbreaks of yellow 
fever in Santiago — one 
in 
1890-1, 
which, it is said, was introduced by 
Spanish workmen who had contracted 
the disease in Porto Rico while an their 
way to Santiago. 
At that time there 
were about 300 cases, about 30 per cent 
of which were fatal. 
In 1895 another 
outbreak occurred, not quite as formida­ 
ble as the one in 1890, bat tho mortality 
was greater. Since that time a few cases 
have from time to time been reported. 
Therefore it would not be surprising if 
the disease had broken out again, and, 
although every precaution has been tak­ 
en 
by Surgeon General George M. 
Sternberg to prevent an outbreak of this 
disease among our troops, still there ara 
factors over which the general and his 
assistants would have very little con­ 
trol. 
I refer to the extreme heat, the 
frequent wettings which our soldiers 
are 
subjected to, the great nervous 
strain, 
irregularity in eating, 
etc., 
which are conditions extremely favor­ 
able to the propagation of this disease 
if it should appear. 
“ That prompt action was necessary 
in taking Santiago before yellow fever 
appeared among the troops was evident­ 
ly fully appreciated by the commanders 
of our army in Cuba by the vigorous 
and rapid manner iii which they have 
pushed forward to Santiago. It is fortu­ 
nate that the medical department of the 
United States army is under the direc­ 
tion of Dr. Sternberg, whose great ex­ 
perience in yellow fever eminently fits 
him for tho direction of the medical 
officers now with our troops at that 
place. He has left no stone unturned to 
instruct his assistants how to protect 
our troops at the front, and he him en­ 
deavored to secure the services of men 
who have had experience with yellow 
fever, aud there is no doubt that the 
danger from the disease among oar sol­ 
diers will be reduced to the minimum. 
“ If it btl true that yellow fever is 
present, it would seem to me that troops 
on their return should be brought north 
instead of being landed at southern 
ports within the yellow fever belt. The 
maximum period of the incubation of 
yellow fever is five days. 
Therefore 
troops brought from Santiago to Flor­ 
ida or some other southern ports would 
reach there within that period (five 
days), and it would probably be deemed 
necessary to hold them at some station 
until the full five days had elapsed be­ 
fore sending them north. 
If during 
their detention cases of fever, etc., 
which might be regarded as suspicious, 
should occur, it would probably be re­ 
garded as only safe to hold them for an 
additional period. 
This might be kept 
up indefinitely, until it would be hard 
to say when the men would be released. 
Iii addition, it must lie remembered that 
we have recently had yellow fever in 
the south, aud it is possible that it 
might, in some way, reach the deten­ 
tion camp aud infect those who were 
held for observation. 
“ On the other hand, if the troops are 
brought directly north, say to New 
York, the voyage would take about 
seven days, which more than covers the 
period of incubation. 
Therefore, upon 
the arrival of these troops, if after a 
close inspection they were found to be 
free from in toot iou* disease, there is no 
reason why they should be detained 
longer perhaps than to perform disinfec­ 
tion. If the disease should break out on 
board, the case or cases would be care­ 
fully isolated by the surgeon in attend­ 
ance, aud there would be little danger 
of the remaining soldiers becoming in­ 
fected. 
On the arrival here the case or 
cases would be removed to Swinburne 
island aud the remaining troops placed 
for observation on Hoffman island, 
where we have accommodations for be­ 
tween 2,000 and 8,000 person* at an 
hour's iiotice. 
“ This work is nothing new to us at 
this quarantine, as during the past two 
or three years we have had a great 
many cases of yellow fever coming from 
infected porta, and during the outbreak 
at Panama last year usarly every steam­ 
er arriving from Colon during a certain 
period brought cases of yellow fever to 
this placo, but in no instance did the 
disease {mss quarantine or secondary 
castes as a result of Ahis infection occur 
iu the city or v ic i^ v . 
Dealing with 
merchant ships carrying crews aud im­ 
migrants, which are subject to compar­ 
atively little discipline, is much harder 
than with vessels bringing trained sol­ 
diers under the care of competent and 
vigilant medical officers, 
We are con­ 
stantly dealing with people in Lug • 
numb rn. somali mea 4,000 cr 5.0c-) a 
due, aud my officers ami men have had 


long experience in ems work, inercfore 
it would not be very much more than 
our ordinary duty, and I have no fear 
that this arrangement would be follow­ 
ed by any unpleasant results. 
“ Iu my mind it is the logical and 
practical way to deal with the matter. 
In addition it mast bt) remembered that 
we are outside of the ye’low fever belt, 
aud there is very little danger that the 
disease would extend if it were brought 
here. I am fully prepared for any emer­ 
gency and shall co-operate with General 
Sternberg iii every possible way if it 
should be decided to bring the troops 
direct to this port.” —New York Sun,

RURAL 
FREE 
DELIVERY. 


Extension of the System Being Plinked 
Forward In Different State*. 
W ashington, July 18.—The exten­ 
sion of the rural free delivery postal 
service authorized by the last congress 
is being pushed forward as rapidly as 
circumstances will permit. 
Soon after 
the intentions of congress were made 
apparent additional rural service was 
started from Braudford, Guilford and 
Milford, Conn., Moorestown and River­ 
ton, N. J..

IS PROBABLE THIS WEEK 


A War Conference Held et the White 
House—Gen. Brooke to As­ 
sist Gen. Mile*. 


W ashington, July 18.—An important

The happy conclusion of the campaign 
against Santiago affords the president 
and his advisers intense satisfaction, 
but no disposition is manifested to let 
the war rest tor a moment. 
Even before the details of the Santi­ 
ago campaign have cleared away the 
expedition against Porto Rico absorbs 
the attention of the President. 
He 
fully realizes that the war can be pros­ 
ecuted to a speedy aud successful issue 
only pressing tile advantages already 
gained, aud, as one of the officials ex­ 
pressed it last night : “ The President 
proposes to strike while the iron is hot.” 
Arrangements for the Porto Rico ex­ 
pedition were under discussion by the 
president and the war board last nigut. 
It may be two or three days before the 
details of the uew invasion are worked 
out, but it is probable that before the 
end of 
present week 
the military 
forces of the expedition will have ef­ 
fected a landing not far from San Juan. 
Prior to the landing a uaval demon­ 
stration probably will be made against 
the San Juau fortifications. For a tune 
it was supposed that few if any of the 
troops now under General Shafter’s 
command at txantiago would be sent to 
Porto Rico, but it is known now that at 
least a portion of Shafter’s command 
will be in the uew expedition. General 
Brooke, who is scheduled to go to Porte 
Rico, desired to take w i h him the 
troops that constituted ms corps at 
Chickamauga; but it has been deter­ 
mined not to send that corps in its en­ 
tirety, aud only a part of it will go. 
It is understood that General Miles, 
who is to have general command of the 
operations iu Porto Rico, will not return 
to the United States, but will proceed 
directly to a point uear*rSan Juan with 
such of the military forces now at San­ 
tiago as are to form a part of the expe­ 
dition against Porto Rico.
